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Carter Unveils Welfare Reform Plan 


PLAINS, Ga. (AP) — President 
Carter today proposed scrapping the 
existing welfare system in favor of a 
$34 billion plan to provide cash for 
those who can’t work and to move 
those who can off welfare and into 
jobs. 
But he acknowledged, “There is no 
perfect solution for these difficult 
problems.” 
The most surprising of several 


major concessions outlined by Carter 
in his statement and accompanying 
message to Congress was a decision to 
discard his stated goal of putting no 
additional bite on the treasury, at least 
at the start. 
He said he was proposing $2.8 billion 
in added spending, but this figure did 
not include an additional $3.3 billion 
cost to the treasury in new tax credits 
for wage earners who pay income tax.

The sale 
average was $61.32 and the average for 
single lambs was $79.73. The average 
price for group lambs was $43.84. 
Ward's Cardinal Market purchased 
the reserve champion lamb from 
Penelope Barnhart for $1.25 a pound. 
Penelope received $143.75 for her 115 
pound animal. 
The reserve champion hog was 
purchased by 
M arvin Spangler, 
Marathon Dealer, and Bill Huffman, 
Standard Oil Dealer, at $1.50 a pound. 
Its owner, Handy Hill, received 
$349.50. 
There were 305 hogs in the junior fair 
sale and total sales were $36,391.44. 
The average price was $57.33 per 
hundreweight and the average price of 
hogs selling singly was $80.35. 
Producers livestock Assn. was the 
largest single buyer, acquiring 76 
lambs during the sale.

—Fulltime work would be expected 
of two-parent families, single persons, 
childless couples and single parents 
with no child under age 14, if the jobs 
are available. 
Whether work is available or not, a 
family of four in this category would 
get $2,300 a year. But if work is 
available, the family would lose 50 
cents from the $2,300 welfare payment 
for each dollar of earnings more than 
$3,800. 
—Up to 1.1 million public service 
jobs would be created at or slightly 
above the 
$2.30-an-hour minimum 
wage. 


—To encourage em ploym ent in 
private jobs, expanded tax credits 
would be available to low-and modest- 
income workers up to a maximum of 
well over $600 for a family of four. 
These would apply in private and 
nonsubsidized public jobs. 


By comparison, combined state and 
federal benefits in Aid for Families 
with Dependent Children now vary 
from $720 a year in Mississippi to 
$5,954 in Hawaii for a family of four. 
Carter supplied no figures for the 
number of persons in each of his new 
categories. The nation currently has 
23.4 million welfare recipients. 


Carter’s proposals will get special 
treatm ent in Congress. House Speaker 
Thomas P. O’Neill announced Friday 
that three conunittees which normally 
would work separately on the measure 
will 
m eet 
jointly 
to 
speed 
deliberations. 


Carter’s program included these 
elements not in the current system: 
—Tax credits now available for up to 
$4,000 a year in earned income would 
be extended at reduced rates up to 


$15,600 in earned income in a family of 
four. 


—Some welfare benefits would be 
available to a family of four earning up 
to $8,400 per year. 


—Eligibility for welfare no longer 
would be calculated on the basis of how 
much an applicant was earning on the 
date he or she applied for benefits, but 
on ah applicant’s income in the 
previous six months. 
This provision would mean that farm 
laborers and other seasonal workers 
would not qualify for welfare as soon 
as their jobs ended. Carter did not spell 
out how long they would have to go 
without income before qualifying. 
Carter said he doesn't expect his 
program to be fully effective until the 
year beginning Oct. I, 1980, “because 
of the complexity integrating different 
welfare systems of the 50 states and 
the District of Columbia into a more 
unified national system.” 


The President made a number of 
concessions to groups which had 
protested parts of early working drafts 
of his proposal. 


He sharply reduced the number of 
single parents not required to work. 
This was done by requiring some work 
of single parents with children over 
age 6 instead of over age 14, as was 
originally planned. 
White House officials acknowledged 
this was a response to objections 
raised this week by Sen. Russell B. 
Iiong, D-In., chairman of the Senate 
Finance Committee, which will hold 
hearings on Carter’s plan. 


Carter noted that the complexity of 
the current system leads to “waste, 
fraud, red tape and errors,” and 
promised to save $400 million by 
reducing such abuses. 
He promised that his plan would 
“provide strong incentives to keep 
families together, rather than tear 
them apart.” 
To do so, he would end rules 
prohibiting assistance when the father 
remains in a household. And he would 
allow single-parent family heads to 
earn up to $150 a month extra without 
losing welfare payments if the money 
was used to pay for child care so the 
parent could go to work. 
Telephone Strike Set Tonight 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With 700,000 
telephone company workers ready to 
strike at midnight, three unions and 
the Bell System are continuing con­ 
tract negotiations with the help of 
federal mediators. 
The Federal Mediation and Con­ 
ciliation Service, saying it wanted to 
avoid what would be the largest strike 
in American history, stepped into the 
talks Friday after the unions rejected 
the company’s second contract offer.

and

officials 
predicted “a substantial interruption” 
of equipment installation and repair in 
the event of a strike. They also say that 
the 4.8 million operator-assisted calls 


made per day would be harder to 
place. 
But a strike is not expected to halt 
dialed telephone calls because of 
automated equipment and because the 
com pany’s 200,000-member super­ 
visory and professional staff could 
perform the work of many of the 
strikers.

Columbia Gas of Ohio said in 
Columbus it will buy an additional six 
billion cubic feet of gas, and will have 
to curtail only heavy industrial users 
who have alternate fuel supplies. That 
involves only about 22,000 of Colum­ 
bia's one million-plus customers in 56 
counties. 
East Ohio Gas Co. in Cleveland said 
last May it won’t curtail any of its 
nearly one million customers because 
it will get extra gas locally and from its 
main supplier, Consolidated Natural 
Gas Co., Pittsburgh. 
Only in the southwest com er of the 
state are curtailments likely. 
Cincinnati Gas & Electric Co. ex­ 
pects to have about the same amount 
of gas this winter as last. It will use the 
same basic curtailment plan this year, 
which divides its 365,000 customers 
into four categories. 
“The first people to be cut will be the 
special contract customers who have 
another fuel they can switch over to,” 
a spokesman said.

officials say they are concerned about 
cuts in health benefits for coal miners, 
but they are not promising to resolve 
the grievances that led 62,000 workers 
to walk off their jobs.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP> - A bill 
designed to p rotect liv estock from 
rov ing dogs and farm ers from cou rt­ 
room ju dges has been introdu ced in 
the Ohio Senate. 
Bu t one top farm official close to the 
dog-liv estock p roblem doesn’t think it 
will solv e difficu lties in interp reting 
ex isting laws. 
The bill wou ld: 
— Allow a fanner who has good 
reason to believ e a dog may harass or 
k ill his liv estock to k ill the animal 
“any time or p lace.” 
The “good reason” p rov ision is a 
definite help to farm ers who hav e had 
to literally catch a dog with a sheep in 
its mou th before k illing it. 
It’s the “ any 
time 
or 
p lace,” 
p rov ision which cau ses p roblems in 
interp reting ex isting law. The old

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A bill 
designed to protect livestock from 
roving dogs and farmers from court­ 
room judges has been introduced in 
the Ohio Senate. 
But one top farm official close to the 
dog-livestock problem doesn’t think it 
will solve difficulties in interpreting 
existing laws. 
The bill would: 
—Allow a farmer who has good 
reason to believe a dog may harass or 
kill his livestock to kill the animal 
“any time or place.” 
The “good reason” provision is a 
definite help to farmers who have had 
to literally catch a dog with a sheep in 
its mouth before killing it. 
It’s the “any time or place,” 
provision which causes problems in 
interpreting existing law. The old 
language also allows farmers to 
kill dogs harassing livestock “any time

Sensitive To Noise 


Bk F HA'LL IS BATTELLE 
NEW YORK - Researchers at a 
rrudwestem university, studying the 
effects of noise pollution on the human 
species, discovered that college 
graduates are more 
bothered 
by 
noise than are less-educated people 
They came to this conclusion after 
testing volunteers with 150 different 
appliance-like sounds in a 'living room 
laboratory ” set up on the University of 
Michigan campus 
Why. many disturbed collegians may 
ask. should they be more negatively af­ 
fected by loud sounds than others'5 
The 
implication clearly is that learning 
makes you more sensitive — or at least 
more 
high-strung 
— 
than 
noneducation And. since we live in 
such an age where the number of 
noises from various nooks, crannies 
and discotheques seems to get louder 
by the day. it would seem to be a good 
excuse to drop out 
No reasons were surmised from the 
experiment — but several years ago, 
research by another Michigan scientist 
revealed a possible answer Dr I.eroy 
Augenstem. biophysicist at Michigan 
State University, in a report, said that 
the human mind operates much the 
way electronic computers do In each 
brain, there are molecules which 
receive, store and process information. 
These molecules change shapes as 
the information is fed into the brain. 
.And they do it with such rapid-fire 
speed that the average human brain is 
making 20 to 25 decisions per second 
.And the brain of an intellectual, ab­ 
sorbing and working quickly, can 
make as many as 30 decisions per 
second. 
Dr. Augenstein said that the eye 
relays information to the brain in "bur­ 
sts. ” Each "burst” lasts only 33- 
l.OOOths of a second, and yet sends in­ 
ward vast amounts of information 
about the outside environment. 
Between successive bursts, there is 
an interval of about 250-1000ths of a 
second dunng which the information is 
stored where it is temporarily 
available for processing by the brain s 
molecular computer.” 
This explains why an individual can 
recall many things about a scene he 
views for only a fraction of a second. 
And the more active his brain, the 
more he remembers ... 
In effect, then, the more educated a 
person, the more little bursts he is 
susceptible to . . . pop. pop, pop, 
decisions, decisions, decisions. 
Naturally, outside noises would only 
interfere with the process. 
And if you don’t understand Dr. 
Augenstein’s theory, nobody can 
blame you. 
Your brain’s already too noisy to 
think 
On the subject of noise, the latest 
issue of Organic Gardening and Farm­ 
ing suggests that rock music — 
loudly played — can protect gardens 
and orchards from birds who are out to 
steal seeds and fruits. 
It quoted a Xenia, Ohio, farmer: 
“ I turned the radio to Dayton's 
WING, which plays that wild music 24 
hours straight, and hung the transistor 


on the limb of an apple tree ” Then 
Harrell Noble tunned the sound up 
high. 
The noise of it will drive a normal 
adult nuts in a very short time. Well. I 
kept the radio on for three days — and 
the pecking birds went away. They 
never returned, even in succeeding 
years. I think they passed the word on 
to each generation nek to tempt me 
again,” he said 
Before he thought of the radio 
technique. Noble had used fire 
crackers to scare off crows, and had 
limited success by hanging tin cans in 
his cherry trees, so they could make 
noise in a breeze He also attempted to 
frighten racoons fr„om his cornfield by 
putting a blinking light bulb among the 


stocks 
When this did not succeed in scaring 
the coons, he placed the light bulbs in­ 
side yellow plastic buckets, rigged with 
ringing doorbells.” 


Said Noble who is an engineer as 
well as a farmer t: 
There are a million scare devices to 
keep birds out of trees and coons out of 
the com None of them work for very

Sensitive To Noise

NEW YORK — Researchers at a 
midwestern university, studying the 
effects of noise pollution on the human 
species, discovered that college 
graduates are more 
bothered" by 
noise than are less-educated people. 
They came to this conclusion after 
testing volunteers with 150 different 
appliance-like sounds in a Ti%'ing room 
laboratory" set up on the University of 
Michigan campus. 
WTiy. many disturbed collegians may 
ask, should they be more negatively af­ 
fected by loud sounds than others'5 The 
implication clearly 
ls that learning 
makes you more sensitive — or at least 
more 
high-strung 
— 
than 
noneducation. And. since we live in 
such an age where the number of 
noises from various nooks, crannies 
and discotheques seems to get louder 
by the day, it would seem to be a good 
excuse to drop out. 
No reasons were surmised from the 
experiment — but several years ago. 
research by another Michigan scientist 
revealed a possible answer. Dr. Leroy 
Augenstein. biophysicist at Michigan 
State University, in a report, said that 
the human mind operates much the 
way electronic computers do In each 
brain, there are molecules which 
receive, store and process information. 
These molecules change shapes as 
the information is fed into the brain. 
.And they do it with such rapid-fire 
speed that the average human brain is 
making 20 to 25 decisions per second. 
And the brain of an intellectual, ab­ 
sorbing and working quickly, can 
make as many as 30 decisions per 
second. 
Dr. Augenstein said that the eye 
relays information to the brain in “bur­ 
sts.” Each "burst” lasts only 33- 
l,000ths of a second, and yet sends in­ 
ward vast amounts of information 
about the outside environment. 
Between successive bursts, there is 
an interval of about 250-1000ths of a 
second during which the information is 
stored 
w here 
it 
is tem porarily 
available for processing by the brain s 
molecular "com puter.” 
This explains why an individual can 
recall many things about a scene he 
views for only a fraction of a second. 
And the more active his brain, the 
more he remembers ... 
In effect, then, the more educated a 
person, the more little bursts he is 
susceptible to . . . pop, pop, pop. 
decisions, decisions, decisions. 
Naturally, outside noises would only 
interfere with the process. 
And if you don’t understand Dr. 
A ugenstein’s theory, nobody can 
blame you. 
Your brain’s already too noisy to 
think 
On the subject of noise, the latest 
issue of Organic Gardening and Farm ­ 
ing suggests that rock music — 
loudly played — can protect gardens 
and orchards from birds who are out to 
steal seeds and fruits. 
It quoted a Xenia, Ohio, farmer: 
“ I turned the radio to Dayton’s 
WING, which plays that wild music 24 
hours straight, and hung the transistor 


on the limb of an apple tree.” Then 
Harrell Noble turned the sound up 
high. 
The noise of it will drive a normal 
adult nuts in a very short time. Well, I 
kept the radio on for three days — and 
the pecking birds went away. They 
never returned, even in succeeding 
years. I think they passed the word on 
to each generation not to tempt me 
again." he said. 
Before he thought of the radio 
technique. Noble had used fire 
crackers to scare off crows, and had 
limited success by hanging tin cans in 
his cherry trees, so they could make 
noise in a breeze. He also attempted to

NEW YORK (AP) - In the volatile 
world of foreign currency trading, a 
nation’s smallest economic twinge can 
send its currency’s value soaring or 
tumbling. This fact has been well 
illustrated in the recent performance 
of the U.S. dollar. In the past five 
weeks, the dollar has been on a roller­ 
coaster ride on world markets, moving 
radically up and down for reasons 
experts are at a loss to explain. 
Since the beginning of 
July, 
predicting dollar movement has 
become little more than a guessing 
game. 
Two weeks ago, for example, the 
financial world buzzed with rumors 
that the U.S. June trade deficit—the 
amount 
imports exceed exports— 
would be a record. 
Knowledgeable observers said the 
July 27 announcement of the deficit 
would send the dollar, which had set 
lows against several currencies earlier 
in the week, tumbling even further. 
The trade deficit was indeed a 
record $2.82 billion, but the dollar had 
its best day in weeks because of two 
surprise announcements. 
The day before, for the first time in 
several weeks, a U.S. official made a 
positive statement about the dollar. 
Government spokesmen had been 
saying the dollar should be allowed to 
seek its own level, but on July 26, 
Federal Reserve Chairman Arthur 
Burns 
said, 
“ We have a 
great 
responsibility to protect our dollar 
domestically 
as 
well 
as 
in­ 
ternationally.” 
At the same time, help was coming 
from abroad. Great Britain, which 
linked its pound to the dollar several 
years ago to give the pound some 
stability, severed the tie, allowing the 
pound to float upward. 
On the face of it, this was another 
serious blow to the dollar. But that was 
not to be the case. 
European traders, rushing to buy the 
rapidly rising pound, found the best 
way to do it was to convert their West 
German marks or Swiss francs into 
dollars, and then use the dollars to buy 
pounds. 
This trading of the dollar sent it 


upwards for several days, and it 
recouped much of what it had lost in 
the previous three weeks.

NEW YORK (AP) — In the volatile 
world of foreign currency trading, a 
nation’s smallest economic twinge can 
send its currency’s value soaring or 
tumbling. This fact has been well 
illustrated in the recent performance 
of the U.S. dollar. In the past five 
weeks, the dollar has been on a roller­ 
coaster ride on world markets, moving 
radically up and down for reasons 
experts are at a loss to explain. 
Since the 
beginning 
of 
July, 
predicting dollar movement has 
become little more than a guessing 
game. 
Two weeks ago, for example, the 
financial world buzzed with rumors 
that the U.S. June trade deficit—the 
amount 
imports exceed exports— 
would be a record. 
Knowledgeable observers said the 
July 27 announcement of the deficit 
would send the dollar, which had set 
lows against several currencies earlier 
in the week, tumbling even further. 
The trade deficit was indeed a 
record $2.82 billion, but the dollar had 
its best day in weeks because of two 
surprise announcements. 
Tile day before, for the first time in 
several weeks, a U.S. official made a 
positive statement about the dollar. 
Government spokesmen had been 
saying the dollar should be allowed to 
seek its own level, but on July 26, 
Federal Reserve Chairman Arthur 
Burns 
said, 
“ We 
have 
a 
great 
responsibility to protect our dollar 
dom estically 
as 
well as 
in­ 
ternationally.” 
At the same time, help was coming 
from abroad. Great Britain, which 
linked its pound to the dollar several 
years ago to give the pound some 
stability, severed the tie, allowing the 
pound to float upward. 
On the face of it, this was another 
serious blow to the dollar. But that was 
not to be the case. 
European traders, rushing to buy the 
rapidly rising pound, found the best 
way to do it was to convert their West 
German marks or Swiss francs into 
dollars, and then use the dollars to buy 
pounds. 
This trading of the dollar sent it

OXFORD, Ohio (AP) — Amateur 
archery has a new target-splitting 
sensation. 
Rich McKinney, a 23-year-old 
bearded bowman from Muncie, Ind., 
used a world record performance 
Friday to defeat 1976 Olympic gold 
medalist Darrell Pace for the fourth 
straight time in major competition this 
year. 
McKinney, who dethroned the 20- 
year-old Pace as world champion last 
February, came from a three-point 
deficit to win by 27 points. Pace, who 
had led throughout the first three 
rounds, was aiming for a fifth straight 
national title. 
Pace, from Reading, Ohio, has spent 
most of the past year at Air For­ 
ces school and has been unable to 
devote full time to archery practice. 
McKinney, shooting world-best 
scores from 50 and 30 meters, totaled 
2586 points to break Pace’s two-year- 
old world record by IO points.
